From  the  time  he  was  nomi- 
nated in  July  until  he  votes 
Tuesday,  Vice  President  Richard 
M.  Nixon  will  have  covered  more 
than  64,000  miles.  • 

He  went  into  50  states  and  188 
cities  and  delivered  more  than 
180  major  speeches  and  many 
more  relatively  minor  talks. 

To  wage  such  a campaign  re- 
quired a great  deal  of  stamina 
and  tolerance,  and  at  the  end 
Nixon  looked  tired.  His  hoarse 
voice  showed  the  strain  of  his 
efforts  to  win  the  election. 

, DURING  THE  campaign  he 
suffered  several  colds.  But  al- 
ways he  seemed  to  pull  out  of 
them  faster  than  most  of  the  men 
and  women  traveling  with  him. 

If  there  was  a secret  ingredi- 
.ent  to  account  for  his  stamina,  it 
was  not  medicine  or  a magic 
diet.  The  best  medicine  for  any 
minor  ailment  that  popped  up 
during  the  campaign  was  Nixon’s 
burning  desire  to  win. 

HIS  RIGHT  shpulder  and  arm 
hurt  frequently  at  the  end  of  a 
daj’^  when  he  had  shaken  hands 
with  hundreds,  sometimes  thou- 
sands of  bystanders. 

A doctor  moved  with  the  Nix- 
on campaign  constantly.  But  he 
spent  more  time  healing  other 
members  of  the  party  than  at- 
tending the  Vice  President. 
KENNEDY:  * 

SEN.  JOHN  F.  KENNEDY’S 
staying  power  in  the  frenzy  of 
the  1960  campaign  did  not  sur- 
prise his  staff  as  much  as  it 
amazed  newsmen  covering  his 
activities.  Including  the  primar- 
ies, Kennedy  has  been  campaign- 
ing strenuously  for  almost  a 
year — not  just  six  weeks — and 
has  learned  to  live  with  the 
strain. 

Actually,  Kennedy  took  the 
buffeting  of  the  campaign  better 
than  most  of  those  around  him 
because  he  has  a slight  advan- 
tage in  the  critical  department 
of  sleep. 

HIS  PERSONAL  plane  had  a 
private  compartment  in  the  rear 
section  which  included  a desk 
chair,  lavatory,  and  sleeping 
I berth.  While  others  on  the  12- 
passenger  Convair  sat  up  on  late 
i flights,  Kennedy  slipped  into  pa- 
I jamas  and  grabbed  as  much 
! sleep  in  his  bunk  as  he  could 
j Possibly  as  a result  of  his  four 
j years  of  naval  duty  in  the  Pa- 
: cific,  the  senator  can  sleep 
! through  almost  any  disturbance. 

I His  aides  said  he  normally  slum- 
j bered  through  a landing  or  take- 
ioff. 

j HE  TOOK  NO  pep  pills  or 
I other  stimulants  to  keep  going, 

! and  his  greatest  demand  as  a 
1 combined  pick-up  and  food  was 
; tomato  soup,  which  he  often  con- 
sumed in  flight.
